Born, at Mrs. Speer's hospital in Vul 
can, on September 6th. 1928, to Mr. and 
Mrs. H. S. Minnie, of Vulcan, a son. 

Posters announce a dance under the 
auspices of the Golf Club, to be held on 
Thursday next. This is the first club 
function of the fall season and promises 
to be a popular event. 

Two cornet players will be added tjjx 
this week to the roster of the Citizens’ 
Band. Now that the holiday season is 
.over and Mr. Bird has returned, the band 
will resume practice and a program of 
good music may be anticipated. 

Splendid progress is the report on the- 
building enterprises in Vulcan, which in 
elude new homes, hospital, nurses’ resi¬ 
dence, memorial hall, and elevator. The 
work goes rapidly on. 

The weather conditions for the past 
week have been ideal for cutting opera¬ 
tions and for drying the -swathed and 
stooked grains. Considerable grain has 
been combine threshed, and some grain 
has been delivered to the elevators. The 
samples of grain show gpod color and 
large kernels. Threshing in the old way 
will start shortly, the machines and inert 
being assembled for the work. Every¬ 
thing was going fine until Thursday night, 
when there was a slight snow, which will 
perhaps cause a pause in the fields. 

“ I never saw such .crops as I did this 
morning coming along the Aldersyde line. 
The Vulcan district looks particularly 
blessed with heavy stands of wheat now 
ripening for the harvest. We think we 
have fine crops in the north country, but 
this is the wheat country. The area of 
yotir fields must be seen to be appreci¬ 
ated.” This is the reference made to 
Vulcan in a statement made on Wednes 
day by Mr. A. R. Groff, a news writer on 
the Edmonton Journal, who was on a 
short motor tour through the south. The 
Advocate man has particular interest in 
this statement regarding our district, for 
this Mr. Groff was foreman in the print 
shop where we was an apprentice when 
we were only eighteen in years. 

Mr. “Bill” Oliver, famous as a photog¬ 
rapher, was in Vulcan and the district 
on Wednesday. On receipt of a wire from 
Ottawa requesting for the government 
department a series of pictures, both still 
and movies, of t he best possible harvest 
ing operations, he struck straight for Vul¬ 
can. The fine fields in proximity to town 
afforded him the opportunity to “shoot” 
the desired great crops, swathing, com 
biny operations, threshing and hauling, 
and the many activities in connection 
with the great industry of grain growing. 
Picture record is being made also of the 
experiences of the British men sent in for 
the harvest, and there are a number of 
these in this vicinity who would appear 
to have been splendidly located. The pic¬ 
tures are for publicity purposes and. as 
all titles will bear names of people and 
places, Vulcan will have added fame.

rules. The teacher must ‘ somehow 
■ be able, through some spirit of per¬ 
sonal magnetism, to communicate in¬ 
spiration and ambition to children 
who naturally are dull, phlegmatic, 
or mischievous. The good teacher 
must feel under strain much of the 
time, as she tries to keep herself 
alert and smiling, in the effort to se¬ 
cure the co-operatiop of all these 
children, so many of whom do not 
naturally have any desire for learning 
It is hard to keep up this high level 
of enthusiasm day after day. It is 
not to be wondered at that many 
teachers get nervous and fatigued 
through this constant' effort. We all 
owe them much for their sustained 
earnestness and devotion. 

Public Opinion, a newspaper pub¬ 
lished in Decorah, Iowa, dated Aug¬ 
ust 15, 1928, should bring tears of 
regret for the ignorance displayed by 
some of our neighbors across the line. 
Comment is unnecessary.' “W. E.

tor proceeds to tell how she visited 
(he sick and afflicted, and winds up 
by saying she was a good neighbor. 
If the home team goes away from 
home and gets the daylight whipped 
out of them, the home town editor 
tells the unsuspecting world that the 
team was made of second-string 
players. The editor isn’t a liai* from 
choice. The truth struggles in his 
manly breast, same as it does in the 
village preacher, but the pride of his 
community and the fear of the irate 
subscriber, makes him a trembling 
rabbit, and he lies to save the local 
pride of the town. Still its a great 
life if you don’t weaken.—Exchange. 

COST OF TIRES

We read in Hardware and Metal, 
Isays the Post, that a cut in pneu¬ 
matic tire prices recently announced 
applying on all makes lowers the dif¬ 
ference between Canadian and Unit¬ 
ed States prices, on ordinary sizes, to 
between seven and ten per cent, and 
on a few of the large sizes to 15 per¬ 
cent., although there is a heavy duty 
on rubber entering Canada. When 
the Canadian sales tax is taken into 
consideration the actual difference 
between the two countries is reduced 
to about three per cent. In 1910 a 
certain make of tire cost $42 now it 
can be bought for between $4.50 and 
$12 and the present day product will 
give from three to six times more 
mileage. The motorist certainly gets 
value for his dollar these days.

With the approach g>f autumn, the 
schools have opened. \o their labors 
an army of teachers are summoned, 
and for nine months or more the dai¬ 
ly activity .in classroom must contin¬ 
ue. For teaching is a profession that 
exacts much more than a routine. It 
levies tribute on heart and brain and 
body. A real teacher’s work is not 
over when the bell rings and classes 
^bnbak up for the day. A mechanic 
can throw down his tools when the 
whistle blows, go home and forget 
them until tomorrow. But a teacher 
a moulder of youth, cannot do that 
and remain a teacher. The rewards 
of the teaching vocation are certainly 
not financial. The average teacher 
and college professor is poorly, inad¬ 
equately-paid. Salaries for teachers 
are better than they were. They 
could be better still, but at their best 
they are but a small part of the teach 
er’s compensation. The association 
with youth, the opportunity to watch 
the growing mind find inspire that 
mind to worthy ideals, the bringing 
out of obscurity into light of person¬ 
alities latent or dwarfted for one rea¬ 
son or another, is great gain, is sat¬ 
isfying and lasting. Let the school 
teacher, whether grade or high, the 
college professor\Y»tid even the mod¬ 
est but necessary\tutor, ponder this 
well. The rewards of the teacher are 
as substantial as the Rock of Gibral¬ 
tar and eternal in the values that mat 
ter most.—Hanna Herald. 

REVOLUTIONIZED 

The Manitoba Free Press, which 
for a long time was very skeptical 
about talk of using the combine for 
harvesting Western Canada’s grain 
crop, has changed its mind, and says 
editorially: “After two or three 
years of cautious experiment, what 
seems like a first class revolution in 
western harvesting methods appears 
to be taking place this year. This is 
in the greatly increased use of ‘com¬ 
bines’ in the grain fields of the prai¬ 
rie provinces. In Saskatchewan 
alone, it is estimated that 5,000 of 
these machines will be used this sea¬ 
son, compared with less than six hun¬ 
dred in the 1927 crop year. Every¬ 
where implement dealers report that 
their trouble is not in making sales 
but in supplying orders already re¬ 
ceived.

The season of the year is at hand 
when the dairy cow, marcelled arid 
manicured, is at home to all her hu¬ 
man friends—at the annual dairy 
shows and exhibitions. With hoofs 
and horns polished, tail braided and 
then unbraided into a delicate curl, 
her sides sleek from much brushing 
by the proud herdsman, a dairy cow 
ready for the show ring is an object 
of beauty capable of thrilling any but 
the dullest of human hearts. 

Dairy cattle shows are great spec¬ 
tacles, but that part is only a by¬ 
product, for the"ke exhibitions have a 
definite mission to fulfill in the de¬ 
velopment of the dairy industry. 

The cow of the present bears so 
little resemblance toiler native stock 
that she might almost be a new 
species. More than one hundred 
years ago, breed associations set up 
standards for what cow should be. 
They creatdd in theory, the "ideal cow 
and then / by scientific mating, set 
about to develop her in fact. Stand¬ 
ards have improved as years have 
passed, and breeders of dairy cattle 
are working toward newer ideals in 
the physical structure of the cow. 

At these annual dairy shows, the 
finest specimens of the breeds are 
brought out and judged in competi¬ 
tion with their kind. The contests 
! offer an opportunity to measure the 
progress of dairy cattle breeding. 
Any person in Canada can attend at 
least one dairy show and should do so

The Bearded Flag Iris is deserving 
of widespread planting in prairie- 
gardens. "It is a hardy herbaceous 
perennial that seems to have few in¬ 
sect and disease enemies, antUif the 
few essentials in regard to its estab¬ 
lishment and maintenance are heeded 
it is a source of rich enjoyment. This 
type of Iris wishes a well-drained lo¬ 
cation, a sunny exposure, a soil con¬ 
taining lime, and it is a wise precau¬ 
tion here to give it a light straw 
mulch in autumn. The plants should 
be lifted every three or four years 
and the rhizomes pulled apart and 
give a change of setting. Planting 
or resetting seems best done in July, 
immediately after blooming is over 
and when the plants are preparing to 
send out a new growth of roots. 
These early set rhizomes on which 
the adhering leaves are clipped to 
two or three inches are likely to give 
stronger plants -by Winter, and hence 
more vigorous bloom next sfeason 
than those not moved until Septem¬ 
ber. Planting may be done next 
spring but bloom is not likely to re¬ 
sult until the second season. The rhi 
zome is not to be heavily covered 
with soil and should not be any more 
than three inches from the" sdirface. 
They may be set as close as nine or 
twelve inches. 

The Iris' is a most deserving can¬ 
didate for the flower border. It has 
many merits to commend it. These 
include stout erect healthy stems, a 
wide choice of varieties which pos¬ 
sess differences of season, height, 
fragrance, color and form, and the 
part that the foliage remains green 
and attractive when bloom is passed. 
The name Iris comes from the Greek 
■word denoting ‘Rainbow,’ and surely 
this is suggestive to those seeking a 
display of color for their border. 
Moreover, as our prairie nurserymen 
offer a choice list of varieties, worth, 
a supply may be readily secured. 

The Experimental Station at Mor- 
den, Manitoba, is paying considerable 
attention to Iris culture with gratify¬ 
ing results. 

RUMORS REFUTED 

The Central Board of the Canadian 
Wheat Pool announce the initial pay¬ 
ment for the 1928-29 crop will be 85 
cents a bushel basis No. 1 Northern 
at Fort William and Vancouver. In 
taking this step they are fftllowing 
the same consistent policy pursued 
from the formation of the pool. The 
initial payment made by the Alberta 
pool in 1923 was 75 cents and the 
initial payment for the four subse¬ 
quent years was $1.00 a bushel. An 
initial payment has always been bas¬ 
ed upon market conditions at the op¬ 
ening of the crop year and bears no 
relation to the price per bushel ulti¬ 
mately received by the pool members 

The secretary and manager, Mr. 
Ramsay, says in this connection: 

“We are starting the new crop year 
practically sold out. The rumors 
which have been circulate^ during the 
past summer in respect to the large 
stocks of wheat held by the pool are, 
therefore, entirely refuted. 

“The recent pool interim payment 
which brought the price already paid 
out to our members for the last 
year’s trop up to ,$1.40 per bushel 
basis No. 1 northern at Fort William, 
should have made any reference to 
such absurd rumors unnecessary. The 
endorsation of the pool by the great 
majority of grain growing farmers of 
Western Canada who have signed up 
for another five-year term is suffic- 
‘ent proof that the faith of our mem¬ 
bers in orderly marketing has not 
been shaken.” 

In view of the vagaries of the 
wheat market of late the cut from 
one dollar to 85c is amply justified. 
Whatever the 1928-29 wheat crop 
may be worth on world markets will 
be obtained for it by the pool. The 
record of the organization since its 
inception shows that its members 
have fared better on the whole than 
the average of non-poolers. Know¬ 
ing that when final payment is an¬ 
nounced they will have received at 
least- as much and in all probability 
something more than non-poolers for 
their crop, members of the pool will 
not worry themselves unduly over a 
reduction in the amount of the initial 
payment.

More than half a million pounds of 
milk produced by the Central Ex¬ 
perimental Farm herd at Ottawa, is 
manufactured in the farm dairy. The 
products made from this milk include 
butter and four varieties of cheees— 
Cheddar, Meilleur, Buttermilk and 
Cream. Butter is the principal pro¬ 
duct, reaching in the yearOBUding 
March 31st, 1927, 15,502 lbs. This 
product is sold as it is made locally. 
The Cheddar cheese made is prnci- 
pally of the 10 lb. size, for which 
there is a popular demand. The 
three other varieties of cheese are 
made in sufficient quantities to meet 
a limited market demand among 
those who become acquainted with 
the merits of these products. In re¬ 
ferring to the work of the dairy at 
The Central Farm, Mr. G. B. Roth- 
well, Dominion Animal Husbandman, 
in his report for the year ending 
March 31st, 1927, available at the 
Publications Branch, Department of 
Agricuture, Ottawa, announces the 
more intensive study of dairy' by¬ 
products made possible ' by the re¬ 
cently established bacteriological 
laboratory in the dairy building. 


CROPJtEPORT 

Issued by Department of Agriculture, 
Government of Alberta, Edmonton 
September 1, 1928 

Broken weather during the first 
two weeks in August retarded the 
ripening of crops and delayed har¬ 
vesting a few days. The warm wea¬ 
ther of the past ten days has, how- 
eve/', been beneficial in drying the 
grain for cutting, and in ripening the 
iate grains, and cutting is now gen¬ 
eral over the entire province. The 
(Peace River country reports 75 per 
I cent of cutting done and threshing ex 
I pected to be general by next week. 

I Central and southern parts of the; ' 
[province report 25 to 30 per cent off. 
' cutting done. Very little threshing 
has been done in the province to date 
and no estimate can fc>e made at the j 
present time of the yield of the dif- j 
ferent grains. We do not anticipate 
however, any increase in total yield 
of wheat over that of 1927. The ‘ 
quality of the grain being harvested 
throughout the province is good. 1 
Frosts have occurred ill almost all ^ 
parts of the province but these have i 
been confined to small areas and the 
average percentage of damage from ! 
frost for the province will be'small, j 
not more than It) per cent, at the , 
most. Hail damage has been heavy 
also in a few districts but the aver¬ 
age for the province will be less than 
last year. The percentage is estimat¬ 
ed to be approximately 14 per cent 
of the insured acreage as against 17 
per cent, last year. The crop in gen¬ 
eral h$is been singularly free from 
disease and insect ppsts. 

Labor appears to be plentiful 
throughout the province, wages run- 
ning from $3.50 to $5.00 per day. t 
Swathing machines and combines are | 
being used more generally in the - 
province than was the case last year 
and harvesting should go forward 
rapidly. 

The acreage sown to wheat will be 
less than estimated at the beginning 
of the season owing to the dry wea¬ 
ther at wheat seeding time. This 
land, however, was sown to coarse 
grains and the total acreage of the 
province is approximately the same 
as estimated. 

The beet crop of Southern Alberta 
is progressing well and promises a 
good yield per atre. I 

IS YOUR CHILD HANDICAPPED?

Diseased tonsils hold poisonous 
germs which may cause throat trou¬ 
ble or may be carried to other parts 
of the body and cause serious sick¬ 
ness. Adenoids look like a little head 
of cauliflower_colored red. They grow 
in the back part of the throat where 
the nose and throat joins and can be 
seen only by the doctor with a spec¬ 
ial mirror. They stop up the nose 
and make the child breathe through * 
its mouth when the child breathes 
through the mouth much dust and 
many germs get into the body. Ade¬ 
noids should always be removed. 
Earache often means a child has ade¬ 
noids. Earache always means the 
child is in danger of getting deaf, al¬ 
so there is the danger of running 
ears. A doctor should treat a run¬ 
ning ear always when adenoids grow 
or tonsils beconfe diseased the glands 
of the neck try to carry off the pois¬ 
on. This overwork makes glands en¬ 
large and lumps are visible on the 
heck. 

Diseased tonsils and adenoids arc 
reservoirs for poisonous germs that 
are frequently carried to other parts 
of the body and cause sickness. Rheu¬ 
matism and heart disease often come 
in this way. Stomach, bowel or lung 
disease may also arise from the same 
source. A child - with adenoids and 
diseased tonsils ean get the commun¬ 
icable diseases such as scarlet fever, 
(liptheria, etc., very easily. 

Often children who seem stupid 
and who do not learn rapidly, can be 
made healthy and normal by the re¬ 
moval of diseased tonsils and ade¬ 
noids. Don’t wait thinking they will 
get better. It is dangerous. Health 
literature can be obtained - free from 
the Canadian Red Cross Society, 408 
Civic Building, Edmonton, Alta.
